ConfirmatioH all 
but sure, nominee 
ending hearings

WASHINGTON (AP) — Her confirmation all but assured, 
Supreme Court nominee Elena Kagan neared the end of a 
final grueling day of Senate questioning Wednesday, fielding 
Republican challenges on abortion, gays in the military and 
other divisive issues while sidestepping Democrats’ invitations 
to blast conservative decisions by the court she is hoping to 
join. 

Barring an unexpected turn, President Barack Obama’s nominee 
will become the fourth woman in the Supreme Court’s history. 
It would be the first time that three of the court’s nine justices 
were women. 

Senators were expecting to finish their questioning of Kagan late 
Wednesday and hear from several outside witnesses Thursday. 
“Solicitor General Kagan will be confirmed,” Sen. Patrick 
Leahy, a Democrat and the panel chairman, confidently declared 
during a break in the hearings. 

Republicans, despairing of their inability to get Kagan to 
disclose her legal views or say anything that might threaten her 
confirmation, acknowledged as much. 

“I assume she will be,” said Sen. John Comyn, a Republican. 
Once the panel acts, the nomination goes to the full Senate. 

Sen. Jeff Sessions, the top Republican on the panel, said Kagan’s 
careful answers had made it difficult to determine whether she 
would be more like Roberts or Ruth Bader Ginsburg, referring 
to the conservative chief justice and to President Bill Clinton’s 
nominee to the high court, generally regarded as a member of 
its liberal wing.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The Senate on Wednesday 
unanimously confirmed 
Gen. David Petraeus as 
the new commander of 
the Afghanistan war, and 
President Barack Obama 
swiftly issued a statement 
saying Petraeus had his “full 


confidence.” 

Petraeus replaces Gen. 
Stanley McChrystal, whose 
three-decade career ended 
in disgrace because of 
inflammatory remarks he 
and his aides made to Rolling 
Stone magazine. 

“Gen. Petraeus is a pivotal 
part of our effort to succeed 
in Afghanistan — and in 


our broader effort to disrupt, 
dismantle, and defeat al- 
Qaida — and he has my full 
confidence,” Obama said in 
a statement shortly after the 
Senate’s 99-0 vote. 

Obama said the Senate’s 
quick action and Petraeus’ 
“unrivaled experience will 
ensure we do not miss a beat 
in our strategy to break the 
Taliban’s momentum and 
build Afghan capacity.” 

As U.S. Central Command 
chief, Petraeus was 
McChrystal’s boss and 
already overseeing 

operations in Afghanistan. 
Petraeus’ replacement at 
Central Command has not 
been announced. 

Petraeus won overwhelming 
praise from both Republicans 
and Democrats, despite their 
disagreements on the U.S. 
policy toward Afghanistan. 
“For those who doubt 
the president’s desire and 
commitment to succeed in 


Afghanistan, his nomination 
of Gen. Petraeus to run this 
war should cause them to 
think twice,” said Sen. John 
McCain, the top Republican 
on the Senate Armed Services 
Committee. 

“I know that Gen. Petraeus 
will do everything in his 
power to help us succeed 
in Afghanistan,” McCain 
added. 

During his confirmation 
hearing on Tuesday, Petraeus 
left open the possibility of 
recommending that Obama 
delay his plans to start 
withdrawing troops from 
Afghanistan next summer. 
“My sense is that the tough 
fighting will continue; indeed, 
it may get more intense in the 
next few months,” Petraeus 
told the Senate panel. “As 
we take away the enemy’s 
safe havens and reduce the 
enemy’s freedom of action, 
the insurgents will fight 
back.” 


Petraeus also told senators 
that he may change the war’s 
battlefield rules, designed to 
limit civilian casualties and 
improve support for U.S. and 
NATO forces fighting the 
Taliban-led insurgency. Some 
troops and congressional 
Republicans complain they 
handicap U.S. forces. 

When Petraeus arrives in 
Kabul he will be working 
again with Staffan de Mistura, 
who was the top U.N. envoy 
in Iraq from November 2007 
until July 2009 and has been 
the top U.N. representative 
in Afghanistan since March. 
De Mistura praised Petraeus 
for his “substantial diplomatic 
and political sensitivities.” 
“I’m sure Gen. Petraeus, 
as he did in Iraq, will make 
special efforts to reduce to 
the minimum the civilian 
casualties in Afghanistan,” 
de Mistura told reporters 
at U.N. headquarters in 
New York after briefing the 
Security Council.□

Kagcan will replace Justice 
Jon Paul Stevens, a liberal 
voice on the divided court, 
who has retired. 

Kagan has fenced deftly with 
her Republican critics, cracked 
jokes to ease the tension and 
won praise from Democrats as 
she moves closer to joining on 
the highest U.S. court, where 
justices often serve for life. 
She would be Obama second 
selection for the court. Last 
summer Sonia Sotomayor 
became the firsts Hispanic 
U.S. Supreme Court justice. 
The court is one of the 
three branches of the U.S. 
government , designed in the 
Constitution with separate 
but equal powers. The court 
was established to decide on 
the constitutionality of laws 
and the way they have been 
interpreted by judges in lower 
courts. 

That gives the high court 
huge power in deciding what 
laws enacted by Congress 
and their application by the 
president’s executive branch 
are constitutional. 

On one controversial matter, 
Kagan defended her efforts 
as a domestic policy aide 
to Clinton to scale back a 
Republican-proposed ban 
on a procedure opponents 
call partial-birth abortion 
— something she called “an 


incredibly difficult issue.” 

The former president, she said, 
“thought that this procedure 
should be banned in all cases 
except where the procedure 
was necessary to save the life 
or to prevent serious health 
consequences to the woman.” 
Sen. OrrinHatch, aRepublican, 
pressed Kagan about a note 
she wrote saying it would be 
“a disaster” if the American 
College of Obstetricians 
and Gynecologists issued a 
statement saying there was no 
case in which the procedure 
was necessary, and about her 
intervention to prevent the 
group from doing so. 

She responded that the 
disaster would have been if the 
organization’s statement didn’t 
reflect its full view that in 
some instances, the procedure 
was “medically best.” 

“This was all done in order to 
present... both to the president 
and to Congress the most 
accurate understanding of what 
this important organization 
of doctors believed,” Kagan 
said. 

Questioned by Sen. Tom 
Cobum, a Republican, on 
guns, Kagan said she accepts 
a recent mling upholding 
individuals’ rights to possess 
firearms, but she would not 
say whether she believed there 
was a “fundamental right” 
— meaning one that applies 
to states as well as the federal 


government — to bear arms. 
For the second day in a row, 
Kagan asserted she would be 
able to separate her personal 
and political views from her 
job as a justice. 

“As a judge, you are on 
nobody’s team. As a judge, 
you are an independent actor,” 
Kagan said. 

She also defended her decision 
as solicitor general not to 
pursue two cases challenging 
the constitutionality of the 
military’s ban on openly gay 
soldiers. Sessions pressed her 
on that decision, given “your 
widely publicized opposition 
to the ‘don’t ask, don’t tell’ 
law” and a statute meant to 
bolster it. 

Kagan said that one of the cases 
Sessions cited had upheld the 
law’s constitutionality. In the 
other, after consulting with 
Pentagon lawyers, she said 
she made a strategic decision 
to wait before taking action. 
Kagan asserted that in 
both cases, she had acted 
“consistently with the 
responsibility which I agree 
with you very much that I 
have, to vigorously defend all 
statutes, including the statute 
that embodies the ‘don’t ask, 
don’t tell’ policy.” 

Democrats used their time 
with Kagan largely to criticize 
a recent string of 5-4 decisions 
by the court, especially its 
January mling that struck 


‘Cross-border gunfire’ raises Texas security fears

EL PASO, Texas (AP) — A 
deadly shootout between 
gunmen and Mexican police 
that left seven bullet holes in 
El Paso City Hall has renewed 
calls for tighter border security, 
even as local authorities say 
little can be done to stop stray 
bullets from crossing the U.S.- 
Mexican border. 

Texas Attorney General 
Greg Abbott wrote President 
Barack Obama on Wednesday 
to say Tuesday’s “cross-border 
gunfire” was more proof that 
the state “is under constant 
assault from illegal activity 
threatening a porous border.” 

Mexican authorities said the 
shootout began between police 
and armed suspects in Ciudad 
Juarez — a city plagued by 
dmg violence just across the 
Rio Grande from El Paso 
— as officers were trying to 


investigate a vehicle with no 
license plates in a border-area

down long-standing precedent 
to say corporations and labor 
unions were free to spend 
their own money on political 
activity. 

Sen. Sheldon Whitehouse, a 
Democrat, said justices named 
by Republican presidents were 
“driving the law in a different 
direction by the narrowest 
possible margin.” 

“I want to make it clear that 


I’m not agreeing to your 
characterizations of the 
current court. I think that that 
would be inappropriate for 
me to do,” Kagan said. But 
she added that she believes 
the court should seek to make 
less far-reaching decisions 
to engender more consensus, 
which she called “a very good 
thing for the judicial process 
and for the country.’Q

House of Representatives OKs maior bank rules

WASHINGTON (AP) 

— Nearly two years after a 
Wall Street meltdown left the 
economy reeling, the House of 
Representatives on Wednesday 
passed a massive overhaul 
of financial regulations that 
would extend the government ’ s 
reach from storefront thrifts 
to the executive suites of 


Manhattan. 

The Senate was forced to 
delay to mid-July its vote on 
the compromise bill, which 
denied President Barack 
Obama a victory before the 
U.S. Independence Day 
holiday on July 4. Democrats 
struggled to secure the votes 
of a handful of Republican 
senators even after meeting 
their demands and backing 


down on a $19 billion tax on 
big banks and hedge funds. 
Legislation to repair the 
systemic problems that led to 
the U.S. economic meltdown 
is among Obama’s major 
goals. 

The legislation, swelling 
to more than 2,000 pages, 
would rewrite the nation’s 
regulatory books and reach 
from storefront thrifts to 
the high-finance penthouses 
of New York City. Simple 
supermarket purchases and 
exotic trades in derivatives 
would be subject to new laws. 
The entire financial system 
would be placed on a risk 
watch in hopes of thwarting 
the next threat. 

The 237-192 House vote broke 
along party lines, following a 
pattern set last December when 
no Republicans voted for the 
House version of the bill. The 
new legislation combines the 
House bill with one passed by 
the Senate last month. 

“Never again, never again 
should Wall Street greed bring 
such suffering to our country,” 
declared House Majority 
Leader Steny Hoyer. 
Republicans portrayed the 


bill as a vast overreach of 
government power that would 
do little to prevent future 
bailouts of failing financial 
institutions. They complained 
that it failed to place tighter 
restrictions on Fannie Mae 
and Freddie Mac, the hybrid 
government-private mortgage 
giants forced into huge 
federal bailouts after their 
questionable lending helped 
trigger meltdowns in housing 
and the financial system. 

“This legislation is a clear 
attack on capital formation 
in America,” said Rep. Eric 
Cantor, the second-ranking 
Republican leader in the 
House. “It purports to prevent 
the next financial crisis, but it 
does so by vastly expanding 
the power of the same 
regulators who failed to stop 
the last one.” 

As predictable as the House 
vote may have been, the 
Senate was a study in 
unpredictability. 

House and Senate negotiators 
were forced to reconvene 
Tuesday to remove a $19 
billion tax on large banks 
and hedge funds, hoping to 
overcome objections from 


Sens. Scott Brown, Susan 
Collins and Olympia Snowe, 
all Republicans who voted 
for the Senate version last 
month. 

Democrats inserted the tax late 
last week as they assembled 
a combined House-Senate 
bill, catching big banks by 
surprise. Brown was the first 
to complain and threatened 
to vote against the bill if the 
tax remained in the final 
measure. 

Desperate to hold at least 
60 votes to beat back 
procedural blockades, House 
Financial Services Committee 
Chairman Barney Frank, 
Senate Banking Committee 
Chairman Chris Dodd and 
Obama administration 

officials scrambled to drop the 
tax and devise another means 
of financing the bill’s cost. 

In the end, House and Senate 
negotiators reconvened in an 
extraordinary session Tuesday 
and, voting along party lines, 
agreed to pay for the bill with 
$ 11 billion generatedby ending 
the unpopular Troubled Asset 
Relief Program — the $700 
billion bank bailout created By 
Republican President George 
W. Bush’s administrationin 
the fall of 2008 at the height 
of the financial scare. 

They also agreed to increase 
premium rates paid by 
commercial banks to the 
Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corp. to insure bank deposits. 
The increase would not affect 
banks with assets under $10 
billion. 

On Wednesday, Collins issued 
a statement saying she was 
now inclined to vote for the 
bill. 

Brown said he needed 
Congress’ weeklong July 
4 recess to examine details 
of the bill and remained 
uncommitted. He credited 
Dodd for “thinking outside 
the box” in finding an

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Hurricane Alex threatens

MATAMOROS, Mexico (AP) — The 
first Atlantic hurricane of the year 
plowed ahead toward a collision with 
the Mexican Gulf coast and south 
Texas on Wednesday, whipping up 
high waves that frustrated oil-spill 
cleanup efforts and delivering tar balls 
and globs of crude onto already soiled 
beaches. 

Hurricane Alex flooded roads and 
forced thousands of people to evacuate 
fishing villages as it bore down on the 
northeastern Mexican coast. 

Braving horizontal sheets of rain, 
Mexican marines went door-to-door in 
the small fishing community of Playa 
Bagdad, trying to evacuate villagers 
from rickety wooden shacks. 

At least 50 people were easily 
persuaded to get aboard buses to 
shelters, but holdouts could be seen 
peeking through windows. One man 
rebuffed the navy’s offer and quickly 
shut his plywood door. 

“We’re worried it’s going to come 
hard,” said Macedonia Villegas as she 
and her son readied their house before 
leaving with the marines. Surf pounded 
the nearby shore, and a lagoon swelled 
behind her home. 

Emergency-preparedness workers 
also planned to evacuate 2,500 people 
from coastal areas east of Matamoros, 
said Civil Protection Director Saul 
Hernandez, who added that he was 
most concerned about 13,000 families 
in low-lying areas where there are few 
public utilities or city services. 

The storm was far from the Gulf 
oil spill, but cleanup vessels were 
sidelined by the hurricane’s ripple 
effects. Six-foot waves churned up 
by the hurricane splattered beaches in 
Louisiana, Alabama and Florida with 
oil and tar balls. 

Alex, which had winds of 90 mph, was 
the first June hurricane in the Atlantic 


since 1995, according to the National 
Hurricane Center in Miami, Florida. 
Bands of heavy rains quickly inundated 
roads in Matamoros, a worrisome sign 
with Alex expected to dump as much 
as 12 inches of rain in the region, with 
perhaps 20 inches in isolated areas. 
The hurricane could become a 
Category 2 storm with winds of 96 
mph before slamming into the coastline 
Wednesday evening or early Thursday 
about 100 miles south of Matamoros 
and Brownsville, Texas, the Hurricane 
Center said. The flat, marshy region is 
prone to flooding. 

Many in the border city braved the 
growing rains: Commuters struggled 
to get to work, pedestrians crossed 
the bridge connecting Matamoros and 
Brownsville and newspaper hawkers 
manned the less-flooded intersections. 
One flooded stretch of road nearly 
kept Mari Ponce from getting to her 
job at the Mundo Shelter, which was 
preparing for 800 people evacuated 
from fishing communities along the 
coast. 

“It’s not going to hit us (directly), 
but Matamoros is a place that really 
floods,” she said. 

Government workers stuck duct 
tape in X’s across the windows of 
the immigration office at the main 
downtown bridge in Matamoros on 
Tuesday. Trucks cruised slowly down 
residential streets carrying large jugs 
of drinking water and cars packed 
supermarket parking lots. 

Flash floods also forced hundreds of 
evacuations in the southern Mexican 
states of Oaxaca and Guerrero, but 
hurricane specialist Eric Blake said 
those rains were only indirectly related 
to Alex and possibly the residual 
effects of Hurricane Darby, which has 
dissipated in the Pacific. 

Three people, including a 5-year-old 
child, were killed when heavy rains 
and winds brought down a wall over 


their wooden house in Acapulco, state 
Civil Protection authorities said. 

Texas also watched Alex’s outer bands 
warily. Alex was expected to bring 
torrential rains to a Rio Grande delta 
region that is ill suited — economically 
and geographically — to handle it. 
Texas residents had been preparing 
for the storm for days, readying their 
homes and businesses and stocking up 
on household essentials. But concerns 
eased as the storm headed farther south 
toward Mexico. 

Cameron County Judge Carlos Cascos 
said Brownsville and surrounding 
areas had “dodged a potentially 
violent storm,” though flooding was 
still a worry. At least 70 residents had 
already taken shelter at a Brownsville 
high school. 

Engineers were watching the levees in 
south Texas as the storm approached 
the area. 

On nearby South Padre Island, the 
mood was less anxious. Although 
hotels and restaurants looked deserted 
compared to the crush of vacationers 
who normally pack the popular 
vacation spot in the summer, those 
who stuck around didn’t size up Alex 
as much of a threat. 

One couple renewed their wedding 
vows on the beach as a few campers 


Associated Press 
reluctantly moved their trailers out 
of the park hours before a mandatory 
evacuation deadline. 

“It’s June. It’s too soon for hurricanes,” 
said Gloria Santos, of Edinburgh, after 
hitching her trailer back to her truck. 
Jerry Wilson, 50, also didn’t think 
much of Alex, though he struggled in 
the fierce gusts to hoist a cloth-tipped 
pole to clean high-mounted cameras 
across the island that will let Internet 
viewers watch Alex’s arrival live 
online. 

“We got two generators and lots of 
guns and ammo, so we’re not worried 
about it,” Wilson said. 

Scientists in Texas were also 
monitoring a buoy system that records 
the Gulf’s water directions and velocity 
every half-hour. That information 
will determine where the oil could 
spread, should it approach Texas as 
tar balls on the beach, said Texas land 
commissioner Jerry Patterson. 

Oil rigs and platforms in the path 
of the storm’s outer bands were 
evacuated, and President Barack 
Obama issued a pre-emptive federal 
disaster declaration for southern Texas 
counties late Tuesday. 

The three oil rigs and 28 platforms 
evacuated are not part of the Gulf oil 
spill response.□

LARNACA, Cyprus (AP) 
— Cypriot police began 
searching late Wednesday for 
an alleged Russian spy wanted 
in the United States who 
vanished after being released 
on bail a day earlier in the 
Mediterranean island nation. 
Police spokesman Michalis 
Katsounotos said Christopher 
Robert Metsos, 54, who says 
he is Canadian, failed to report 
to police in the southern coastal 
town of Larnaca between 6:00 
p.m. and 8:00 p.m. local time 
Wednesday according to the 
terms of release imposed on 
him Tuesday by a Cypriot 
court. 

Katsounotos said a search 
failed to locate Metsos and 
authorities have begun the 
procedures to issue a warrant 
for his arrest for breaching the 
terms of his release. 

Andreas Pastellides, one of 
two lawyers representing 
Metsos in Cyprus, told the 
Associated Press that they’d 
had no contact with their client 
since Tuesday afternoon. 
Pastellides said Metsos did not 
show up for a meeting he was 
supposed to have Wednesday 
afternoon in Larnaca with 
Pastellides’ partner, Michalis 
Papathanasiou. 

Metsos’ quick disappearance 
raised questions about why 
Cypriot authorities released 


him on bail. 

“I’m truly surprised that the 
court issued no such detention 
order against an individual 
who is alleged to be a spy,” said 
Ionas Nicolaou, member of 
parliament for the opposition 
Disy party and chairman of 
parliament’s Legal Affairs 
Committee. “By virtue of the 
fact that this individual was 
suspected of being a spy, I 
don’t think his conditional 
release was justified. Of 
course, I can’t know exactly 
what facts or arguments were 
presented before the court for 
that decision to be taken.” 

But Pastellides defended the 
bail request. 

“We objected to our client’s 
detention because he did not 
wish to be detained until his 
extradition,” Pastellides said. 
“Yes, it was a serious case, 
but God forbid if someone 
remains detained for a month 
until extradition proceedings 
can begin.” 

Pastellides said he was not 
surprised that the judge 
freed Metsos, saying that 
his partner Papathanasiou, 
who represented Metsos in 
court, convinced the judge his 
detention wasn’t necessary 
by pointing out Metsos’ 
willingness to surrender his 
travel documents, appear once 
a day at a local police station 
and pay bail of about €26,500 
($32,500). 


Dean Boyd, spokesman for 
the U.S. Justice Department’s 
national security division, 
said he was aware of the 
media reports regarding 
Metsos, but is “going to have 
to defer to Cyprus authorities 
for comment.” 

A spokesman at FBI 
headquarters in Washington, 
William Carter, said the 
bureau is aware of press 
reports on the Metsos matter 
“and we are not commenting 
at this time.” 

Metsos had been staying at a 
hotel in Larnaca. 

Metsos could have slipped 
into the Turkish Cypriot 
north of the island, which 
is recognized by no country 
other than Turkey and has 
no formal extradition treaties 
with other countries. The 
north is linked to Turkey by 
an airport and ferry services. 
There are no direct air links 
to any other country other 
than Turkey, but a ferry 
service also runs between the 
northern port of Famagusta 
and Latakia, Syria. 

The north has had a reputation 
for acting as a refuge for 
Britons fleeing justice in 
their homeland. Crossings 
between the north and south 
of the island were forbidden 
until 2003, when authorities 
on both sides and relaxed 
restrictions. Since 2003, 
there have been hundreds of 
thousands of crossings from 
both sides across six crossing 
points. 

Cyprus was split into an 
internationally recognized 
Greek Cypriot south and a 
breakaway Turkish Cypriot 
north in 1974 when Turkey 
invaded in response to a short¬ 
lived coup by supporters of 
union with Greece. □

Pope Benedict XVI tapped 


a trusted Italian, Monsignor 
Rino Fisichella, to head 
the Pontifical Council 
for Promoting the New 
Evangelization, a new Vatican 
department designed to 
reinvigorate Christianity in 
the parts of the world where it 
is falling by the wayside. 
Benedict has made rekindling 
the faith in Europe a priority of 
hispapacy, and the appointment 
of Fisichella served as a tacit 


acknowledgment that his 
efforts to date needed more 
focus and heft. 

Also Wednesday, Benedict 
named Canadian Cardinal 
Marc Ouellet to head the 
powerful Congregation for 
Bishops, which vets bishops 
nominations worldwide. 
Ouellet, the 66-year-old 
archbishop of Quebec, replaces 
the retiring Cardinal Giovanni 
Battista Re, and his new high- 
profile job ups his ranking as a 
possible papal contender. 
Benedict also moved his New 
York-based U.N. ambassador 
to Poland to serve as papal 
nuncio and named a new head 
of the Vatican’s bioethics 
advisory board, the Pontifical 
Academy for Life. 

The long-rumored 

appointments were announced 
as the pope wraps up key 
Vatican business before going 
on vacation for the rest of the 
summer at the papal retreat in 
Castel Gandolfo, in the hills 
south of Rome. 

Benedict announced 

the creation of the new 
evangelization office earlier 
this week, saying it would 
promote Christianity in 
countries where the church 
has long existed “but which 
are living a progressive 
secularization of society and a 
sort of 'eclipse of the sense of 
God.’” 


Benedict has been particularly 
concerned about Europe’s 
increasing secularization and 
has focused his foreign trips 
on the continent as a result. 
His 2010 travel itinerary, for 
example, lists Malta, Cyprus, 
Portugal, Britain and Spain. 
“The pope knows this issue 
well from his long experience 
as a teacher and as an acute 
observer ofhistoric and cultural 
moments,” Fisichella was 
quoted as saying by the ANSA 
news agency. “It’s evident that 
he sees at this moment a need 
to bring forward again the 
message of Jesus Christ so that 
people today can reinvigorate 
their faith.” The Vatican 
newspaper, L’Osservatore 
Romano, said Wednesday 
that re-evangelizing the West 
was “central” to Benedict’s 
concerns as pope. 

“Dating from his years as a 
young theologian, the pope 
had before his eyes the image 
of a spiritual desert of a 
world which ... has become 
increasingly secularized in 
recent centuries,” the paper’s 
editor in chief, Giovanni 
Maria Vian, wrote in a front¬ 
page editorial. 

Fisichellais currently president 
of the Pontifical Academy 
for Life and is rector of the 
Pontifical Lateran University; 
Benedict filled Fisichella’s 
posts at those institutions 


Wednesday as well. 

Other positions are expected to 
be announced soon, including 
a new head of the Vatican’s 
Pontifical Council for 
Christian Unity, the Vatican 
office that oversees relations 
with other Christians and 
Jews. Italian media have said 
its current head, the retiring 
Cardinal Walter Kasper, will 
be replaced by Swiss Bishop 
Kurt Koch of Basel. 

In addition, the pope is 
expected to name the papal 
delegate who will take over 
the Legionaries of Christ, the 
scandal-plagued conservative 
order. After years of denials, 
the order admitted last year 
that its founder, the Rev. 
Marciel Maciel, had sexually 
abused seminarians and had 
fathered a child. It now says 
he had at least three children. 
Even as allegations against 
Maciel intensified, the 
Legionaries had long been 
favored by Pope John Paul II 
for its success in bringing in 
new vocations. 

On Wednesday, 26 new 
Legionaries were ordained in 
Rome, a third of the estimated 
60 Legion seminarians who 
will be ordained around the 
globe this summer — an 
indication that the scandal 
hasn’t completely eroded the 
order’s ability to attract new 
men for the priesthood.□

But fellow Nordic nations 
hardly noticed when 67-year- 
old Johanna Sigurdardottir 
tied the knot with her longtime 
partner — a milestone that 
would still, despite advances 
in gay rights, be all but 
inconceivable elsewhere. 
Scandinavia has had a long 
tradition of tolerance — and 
cross-dressing lawmakers and 
gay bishops have become part 
of the landscape. 

“There is some kind of 
passion for social justice 
here,” respected cross¬ 
dressing Swedish lawmaker 
Fredrick Federley said. “That 
everybody should be treated 
the same.” 

Gay rights activists said 
Europe in general has a better 
record on accepting gays at the 
highest levels of government 
than the United States. 


“In the current climate of U.S. 
public opinion it is impossible 
to imagine a U.S. president who 
is openly gay and who marries 
their longtime partner,” said 
Peter Tatchell, spokesman for 
the London-based gay human 
rights group Outrage. 

“In Europe the reaction is 
completely different — people 
just don’t care.” 

Although no openly gay 
American has made a 
potentially winning run 
for president, gay men and 
lesbians have made significant 
advances in recent years in 
winning other elected offices 
in the United States, often 
while being open about their 
same-sex partners. 

In Europe, the situation varies. 
Several top-level politicians 
are openly gay, including 
Sweden’s Environment 

Minister Andreas Carlgren 


and Paris Mayor Bertrand 
Delanoe, considered a 
possible contender for the 
2012 presidential elections. 
But a gay head of government 
would be impossible in strong 
Catholic nations. 

“We will never see a gay 
prime minister in Italy. The 
power of the Catholic Church 
is too strong,” said Giuseppina 
Massallo, 60, from Sicily 
who lives in Rome. “We 
have institutions that make 
us believe that ... being 
homosexual is simply not the 
right thing to do.” 

The 32-year-old Federley 
occasionally swaps his 
parliamentary suit and tie for 
heavy makeup and revealing 
dresses as drag queen Ursula. 
Federley has been openly gay 
for nine years and his sexual 
identity has never been an 
issue in politics.□

MANILA, Philippines (AP) 
— Benigno Aquino III, 
sworn in Wednesday as the 
Philippines’ 15th president, 
promised to prosecute the 
corrupt and banish poverty as 
he urged Filipinos to help him 
in a job he likened to a biblical 
burden. 

The son of two Philippine 
democracy icons, Aquino, 50, 
succeeds Gloria Macapagal 
Arroyo whose stormy nine- 
rule was rocked by four failed 
coup attempts and allegations 
of corruption, vote-rigging 
and human rights abuses, 
which she denied. 

Some 500,000 attended 
Aquino’s oath-taking at a 
seaside park in the capital 
Manila, police said. Aquino 
aimed his speech at the many 
Filipinos exasperated at the 
Southeast Asian country’s 
enduring problems, that also 
include decadeslong Islamic 
and communist insurgencies. 
“This day marks the end 
of a leadership that has 
long been insensitive to the 
suffering of the people ... 
and this is the beginning of 
my own Calvary,” Aquino 
said, referring to Christ’s 


crucifixion. “But if many of 
us bear the cross, we will lift 
it, no matter how heavy.” 
Aquino, called “Noynoy” by 
his supporters, was a low- 
key legislator until he swept 
to a landslide win in May 10 
elections — buoyed by his 
illustrious family name, his 
anti-corruption platform and 
Filipinos’ longing for moral 
and political renewal. 


“He signifies change and 
hope,” said businesswoman 
Mari vie Roy, who joined the 
crowds at the inauguration, 
accompanied by her husband 
and two sons. “That’s why 
people gravitate toward him. 
We feel there is hope for this 
country.” 

Aquino’s parents were 
revered for their opposition 
to the late dictator Ferdinand

Marcos, who was ousted by 
a 1986 “people power” revolt 
— a defining moment in the 
Philippines’ political history. 
Marcos, who had ruled for 
two decades, was succeeded 
by Aquino’s popular mother, 
Corazon Aquino.

The partial service promised for Thursday and Friday means the 
subway line running to and from Madrid’s busy Barajas airport 
will be back in service just as the summer vacation season 
begins on earnest on July 1. 

Morning rush hour traffic was a third heavier than usual as 
people took to cars and buses, city officials said. But they said 
the gridlock was not as bad as the first day of the strike, when 
unions announced unexpectedly that they were reneging on an 
obligation to run 50 percent of scheduled trains. 

The network carries more than two million travelers a day. 
Worker are protesting a 5 percent pay cut ordered by the Madrid 
regional government, which oversees the metro system. 

The regional government tried and failed Tuesday evening to 
get the line to the airport up and running. It said there were 
drivers available to man the trains, but it decided in the end to 
hold off because it could not guarantee the line would stay open 
Wednesday. 

Madrid mayor Alberto Ruiz Gallardon criticized unions for not 
living up to a binding agreement to provide at least 50 percent 
service. “They do not have the right to do what they are doing 
to all the people of Madrid. I think we are in an emergency 
situation now in Madrid,” he told Cadena Ser radio. 

The strike actually began Monday, but that day union honored 
the minimum services rule.Q 


Diplomats from more than 
80 countries and two former 
Philippine presidents — Fidel 
Ramos and Joseph Estrada

He also touched on common 
problems that highlight the 
divide between elite families 
and the third of the 90 million 
population who live on a 
dollar a day. 

Aquino drew wide applause 
when he said he has also 
suffered like ordinary Filipinos 
stuck in heavy traffic as siren- 
blaring convoys carrying 
powerful people breezed by. 
“No more wang-wang,” he 
said, using the local term for 
blaring sirens. 

He promised to fight 
corruption, particularly 

in the notoriously graft- 
ridden bureaus of customs 
and internal revenues, and 
pledged a new era of good 
governance, reforms and a 
bureaucracy sensitive to the 
needs of ordinary citizens. 

His new Cabinet unveiled 
Tuesday has mostly Aquino 
allies and defectors from 
Arroyo’s government. Aquino 
said he would immediately 
form an independent “Truth 
Commission” to investigate 
corruption allegations against 
Arroyo and other scandals 
during her presidency. 

“I can forgive those who did 
me wrong, but I have no right 
to forgive those who abused 
our people,” said Aquino, who 
with his mother had previously 
joined street protests calling

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AP) — Haiti’s president on 
Wednesday rejected U.S. 
Senate recommendations 
on holding an election for 
his successor, brushing off 
criticism that the current 
process will leave the 
shattered country without a 
credible leader. 

A report issued this month 
by Sen. Richard Lugar, the 
ranking Republican on the 
U.S. Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, “strongly 

encourages” Haiti to let its 
international partners help 
restructure the eight-member 
Provisional Electoral Council, 
which has been accused of 
corruption. 

The report also recommends 
ensuring the participation of 
the key opposition party of 
ousted former President Jean- 
Bertrand Aristide, which was 
blocked from participating 
in 2009 legislative contests 
because of a dispute over 
rival candidate lists. 

On Tuesday, President 
Rene Preval fulfilled one 
recommendation of the report 
by issuing a signed decree 
setting election day for Nov. 
28. 

But speaking at a news 
conference in an open-air 


gazebo alongside the broken 
remains of the national 
palace a day later, Preval told 
reporters he had no intention 
of complying with the rest, 
including changing the 
election body, known as the 
CEP. 

“I’m not doing the CEP with 
international partners. I’m 
doing the CEP with national 
partners,” Preval said. “The 
senator’s proposition is 
inadmissible.” 

Seeking to show the council 
was not “hand-picked,” as he 
said in English, Preval handed 
out copies of nomination 
letters for the panel’s members 
submitted by various national 
and religious organizations, 
including the National 
Council of Political Parties, 
Roman Catholic Church and 
National Confederation of 
Haitian Vodou. 

He also defended the 
prohibition on the exiled 
Aristide’s Fanmi Lavalas 
party in last year’s elections, 
a ban that came after 
rival factions of the party 
submitted competing lists of 
candidates. 

“International donors need to 
look for an accord with the 
CEP and the political parties 
and the factions of Fanmi 
Lavalas,” Preval said. “We 
are giving (the parties) the 


support that they need, and 
the factions need to figure it 
out (for themselves).” 

Preval did not discuss the 
forced resignation of an 
electoral council member 
accused of stealing a staffer’s 
pay or opponents’ allegations 
that the council gave special 
privileges to the president’s 
newly formed Unity Party 
ahead of planned Feb. 28 
legislative elections, which 
were postponed because of 
the Jan. 12 earthquake that 
devastated the capital. 

He also declined to answer 
questions about another U.S. 
Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee report that 
criticizes Haiti’s earthquake 
recovery, saying he would 
address that issue at a news 
conference on reconstruction 
next week. 

Elections have never been 
easy in Haiti, a country 
whose founding president 
crowned himself emperor. It 
took 186 years to hold what 
the international community 
considered a democratic 
election in 1990, which was 
then closely followed by a 
coup d’etat. 

Preval, in fact, is the only 
Haitian ever to be elected 
president, serve a full term 
and hand off power to an 
elected successor. Unable 


to run for re-election in the 
November contest, he pledged 
to relinquish power again as 
he did in the 1990s — after 
protesters alleged earlier this 
year that he was dragging his 
feet on holding presidential 
the election. 

Doing so will require 
significant help. The electoral 
council’s headquarters were 
destroyed and its records lost 
in the quake, while millions 
of voters were either killed, 
made homeless or displaced. 
Its new headquarters is a 
former Gold’s Gym seized by 
drug agents. 

The election will also 
be a cost burden for this

“It’s the last (season) on my contract, and I 
want to honor my contract.” 

Carell, who won a Golden Globe award for 
his role, said he wanted to spend more time 
with his wife and two young children. 

Carell began playing Michael Scott in 2005 
when the U.S. version of the hit British 


mockumentary created by Ricky Gervais 
was launched on NBC. 

NBC had no comment on Carell’s remarks. 
Carell’s departure may not mean the end of 
“The Office” however. NBC executives told 
reporters in May that the network regarded 
the show as an ensemble piece and that 
producers were prepared for a possible 
departure by Carell. 

The actor told Us Magazine he would be sad 
to leave the comedy series. “These are some 
of my best friends in the world! But it will 
be good — it will be good for everybody,” he 
said. 

“The Office” has been one of NBC’s biggest 
critical hits, winning an Emmy for best 
comedy series, and a Screen Actors Guild 
Award for its ensemble cast. The series has 
also been sold widely overseas.□

Jobless rates drop in two- 
thirds of metro areas

WASHINGTON - Unemployment rates in roughly two-thirds 
of the nation’s largest metropolitan areas dipped in May as the 
gradual economic recovery spurred some hiring. 

An analysis of Labor Department data released Wednesday 
found that jobless rates dropped in 237 of 382 areas in May 
from April. It rose in 118 areas and was flat in 27. 

The figures aren’t adjusted to account for seasonal trends, such 
as lifeguards hired during the summer or retail clerks let go after 
the holiday shopping season. So they tend to be volatile from 
month to month. 

Despite some improvements on both the local and national 
employment fronts, millions of out-of-work Americans face 
a difficult time finding work. Roughly 134 metro areas had 
double-digit unemployment rates in May. 

El Centro, Calif., laid claim to the highest unemployment rate in 
the country — 27.5 percent. Unemployment there is notoriously 
high because of many seasonal farm workers without jobs. 
Metro areas in California, Florida and Arizona andNevada, states 
hit hardest by the housing bust, also were among those suffering 
double-digit unemployment. So were industrial rust-belt areas, 
such as in Michigan’s metro areas of Flint (14.7 percent) and 
Detroit-Warren-Livonia (13.7 percent), and Kokomo, Ind. (12.0 
percent) as well as manufacturing hubs like Hickory-Lenoir- 
Morganton (13.0 percent) in North Carolina. 

By contrast, Bismarck, N.D., had the lowest unemployment 
rate in the country at 3.1 percent. Other metro areas in North 
Dakota, South Dakota and Nebraska reported low rates. Higher 
prices for agricultural commodities has bolstered the upper 
Plains states. In addition, because many of those states didn’t 
experience the housing boom, they escaped the jarring bust. 
Meanwhile, 36 metro areas reported unemployment rates at 
or below 6 percent, a figure that is consistent with healthy 
employment conditions on a national scale. The metro area of 
Washington, D.C. and Arlington and Alexandria, Va., was part 
of that group — shielded by federal government hiring.□

NEW YORK - The stock 
market closed out a painful 
second quarter Wednesday 
and left investors with heavy 
losses and far more doubts 
about the economy than they 
had just months ago. 

Stocks had their worst 
quarterly performance 

since the financial crisis. 
The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index, considered by many 
professional investors to 
be the best measure of the 
market’s health, lost 11.9 
percent, while the Dow Jones 
industrial average lost 10 
percent. Both indexes are at 
their lows for 2010. 
Meanwhile, Treasury notes 
and bonds soared during the 
quarter, driving interest rates 
sharply lower, as investors 
turning away from stocks 
sought a place where their 
money would be safe. In the 
early days of the quarter, the 
Treasury’s 10-year note, used 
as a benchmark for consumer 
loans including mortgages, 
was close to 4 percent. By the 
quarter’s end, it had fallen to 
2.94 percent. On the last day 
of the April-June period, the 
Dow lost 96 points, and all the 
big indexes were down about 
1 percent. Investors spent 
much of the quarter repeating 
the same questions they had a 
year earlier: Can the economy 
continue its recovery? 
Analysts say the answer most 
likely is yes but that traders 
are realizing it won’t be easy. 
After reaching its highest 
point since the financial 
crisis in April, the market 
began its plunging in May 
when investors grew fearful 
that Greece wouldn’t make 
good on debt payments. Its 
economy represents only 
a tiny part of the European 
Union but traders worried that 
bad debt would trip up the 
world’s financial system the 
way it did after the collapse of 


Lehman Brothers in September 
2008. Those fears morphed 
into concerns about how much 
countries have been spending 
to revive growth. 

Investors who still feel 
burned by the losses of the 
financial crisis also seized on 
mixed economic news as an 
indication that the rebound 
was sputtering. Now, investors 
are trying to determine how 
the recovery will play out. 
Economist Joel Naroff of 
Naroff Economic Advisors 
says investors are disappointed 
the economy is not growing 
as strongly as they had 
anticipated earlier this year 
amid talk of a so-called V- 
shaped recovery, in which the 
economy rebounds sharply 
after its big drop. But he thinks 
investors have sold too much. 
“They’re thinking, ‘Gee, if 
we’re not getting a V-shaped 
recovery, we’ll get a double 
dip.’ They’ve gone from 
euphoria to depression,” 
Naroff says. “The reality is 
somewhere in between.” 

Ted Aronson, a partner at 
Aronson-Johnson-Ortiz in 
Philadelphia, was a little 
baffled by traders’ attitudes 
during the quarter. 

“I don’t know what’s going 
on. (The markets) are always 
interesting. But this is really 
wacky,” he said. 

Some analysts said the rocky

second quarter was to be 
expected, given the market’s 
history of recovering from 
big drops like the one stocks 
suffered during the 2008-09 
financial crisis. 

Sam Stovall, chief investment 
strategist of U.S. equity 
research at Standard & Poor’s, 
dates the end of the latest 
recession to August of last year. 
That means the now-complete 
second quarter is the third full 
quarter since the recession’s 
end. He noted that stocks drops 
are not uncommon in such a 
period; in fact, they happened 
following three of the four 
recessions prior to the latest 
one. “Investors anticipate 
what’s going to happen (in 
a recovery), and sometimes 
they over-anticipate,” Stovall 
said. After a couple of quarters 
pass, investors go through a 
“reality readjustment.” 

And apparently they’re still 
not through at that point: 
Prices also tend to fall in the 
fourth quarter after recessions 
end, though Stovall cautions 
his data is more a curiosity 
than conclusive. 

The quarter’s final day saw 
a last-hour selloff that has 
become standard operating 
procedure, especially when 
a big economic number 
like the government’s June 
employment report due out 
Friday is imminent.^

How well, how fast we can 
rebuild the team can be 
shortcut by getting great 
players.” 

They’ll have plenty of 
competition. The Nets, 
Miami Heat, Chicago Bulls 
and Los Angeles Clippers 
can offer max deals, which 
will pay about $16.6 million 
next season. Chicago and 
New Jersey made trades in 
recent days to push them 
closer to joining the Knicks 


with enough to offer two 
max deals, and the Heat 
can keep Wade, give an 
additional max contract and 
have enough left over for 
another quality player. 

So much for the theory that 
free agency isn’t the route 
to building a winner in the 
NBA, where top players 
rarely leave because their 
teams can offer them more 
money. (James would give 
up about $30 million if he 
bolts Cleveland). 

The Knicks traded away 
Jamal Crawford and Zach 
Randolph — the NBA’s 
top sixth man and a first¬ 
time All-Star, respectively 
— to get their $34 million 
in salary cap room. New 
Jersey shipped out Jason 
Kidd, Richard Jefferson 
and Vince Carter in recent 
years, resulting in a 12- 
70 win-loss record last 
season but hope for a 
quick turnaround. Miami 
essentially left Wade to 
play by himself last season 
in exchange for the chance 
to get him more help than 
he could ever want starting 
on Thursday. 

“You look at the teams that 
have an awful lot of cap 
space, there could be a lot 
of power shifting in this 
league,” Minnesota coach 
Kurt Rambis said. 

The clock started ticking 
four summers ago, when 
James, Wade and Bosh 
passed on maximum-length 
extensions on their rookie 
contracts in favor of shorter

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deals that allowed them 
to opt for free agency this 
summer. 

Momentum kept building 
as fears grew that owners 
will seek radical changes 
in length and value of 
contracts next summer 
when the league’s collective 
bargaining agreement 
expires. That made it wise 
for a player like Nowitzki, 
even if he has no intention of 
leaving Dallas, to exercise 
his early termination option 
now and sign a new deal 
under the current rules. 
Toronto Raptors general 
manager Bryan Colangelo 
called it a “unique set of 
circumstances that’s got 
everyone into a frenzy” 
during a radio interview 
on Monday, when he said 
it was likely Bosh would 
leave. 


If the All-Star forward joins 
James, or Wade, or both, 
that team should become an 
immediate championship 
contender. Boston won 
the title the year after 
assembling its Big Three 
— which could now be 
broken up with Ray Allen 
on the market — and the 
Los Angeles Lakers have 
reached the finals every 
year since acquiring Pau 
Gasol to complement Kobe 
Bryant. 

Deals can be agreed to but 
can’t be signed until July 
8. The process often goes 


quickly but this year that’s 
probably up to James and 
his advisers, because teams 
in the running for him 
probably won’t move on to 
Plan B until they kn ow his 
intentions. With so many 
potential good options, he 
might want to take his time. 
After years of jockeying by 
teams, anticipation by the 
players and speculation by 
the media, it’s time to get 
started. 

“It’s what we live for,” 
Dallas Mavericks president 
Do nn ie Nelson said. “It’s 
fun.’Q 















Federer loses to Berdych in Wimbledon quarters

WIMBLEDON, England (AP) 
— For the first time in eight 
years, Roger Federer won’t be 
striding onto Centre Court for 
the Wimbledon final. 

The six-time champion was 
upset in the quarterfinals by 
big-hitting Tomas Berdych on 
Wednesday, stopping his bid 
for a record-tying seventh title 
at the All England Club and 
extending his recent stretch of 
disappointing play. 

The 12th-seeded Berdych used 
his big serve and forehand to 
beat Federer 6-4, 3-6, 6-1, 
6-4, on Centre Court for the 
biggest victory of the Czech’s 
career. 

Berdych will meet No. 3 
Novak Djokovic for a spot in 
the final, with No. 2 Rafael 
Nadal facing No. 4 Andy 
Murray in the other semifinal. 
It’s the first time since 2002 
that Federer has failed to 
reach the final. Since losing 
in the first round eight years 
ago, Federer had played in the 
championship match a record 
seven consecutive times. He 
won the title six times and 
finished runner-up once, 
bolstering his reputation as the 
greatest player of all-time. 
Winner of a record 16 Grand 
Slam titles, Federer said he 
was unable to play his best 
tennis Wednesday because of 
pain in his back and right leg. 
“I couldn’t play the way I 
wanted to play,” said Federer, 
who had been chasing the 
record of seven titles won by 
Pete Sampras and 19th-century 
player William Renshaw. “I 
am struggling with a little bit 
of a back and a leg issue. That 
just doesn’t quite allow me to 
play the way I would like to 
play. It’s frustrating, to say the 
least.” Berdych said he didn’t 
notice anything wrong with 
Federer. “I don’t know if he is 
just looking for some excuses 
after the match or something 
like that,” he said. “I think he

was 100 percent ready.” 
Berdych ripped a clean 
forehand winner on his second 
match point to become the 
first Czech to reach the men’s 
semifinals since Ivan Lendl in 
1990. 

“Not many other moments can 
compare to this one,” Berdych 
said. “Standing on Centre 
Court here in Wimbledon, 
beating the six-time champion 
here. It couldn’t be better. But 
there is still one match to feel 
better feelings than this one. I 
hope I can get to that.” 
Berdych will next face 
Djokovic, who swept past 
Yen-hsun Lu in straight sets 
to reach the semifinals for the 
second time. The third-seeded 
Djokovic never faced a break 
point as he beat the 82nd- 
ranked Taiwanese player 6-3, 
6-2, 6-2 in less than two hours 
on Court 1. 

Nadal, who beat Federer in 
the 2008 final, lost the first 
five games of the match but 
rallied to defeat No. 6 Robin 
Soderling3-6,6-3,7-6(4),6-1. 
It was a rematch of this year’s 
French Open final, which the 
Spaniard also won. 

Nadal will play Murray, who 
downed lOth-seeded Jo- 
Wilfried Tsonga 6-7 (5), 7-6 
(5), 6-2, 6-2 to make the semis 
for the second straight year. 
Murray rallied after losing his 
first set of the tournament and 


punctuated the victory with a 
vicious forehand winner on 
match point. 

Murray is bidding to become 
the first British player to win 
the men’s title at Wimbledon 
since Fred Perry in 1936. The 
last British man to reach the 
final was Bunny Austin in 
1938. With the loss, Federer 
will drop to No. 3 in the ATP 
rankings next week for the 
first time since Nov. 10, 2003. 
Since winning the Australian 
Open in January, he has failed 
to win a tournament. 

Federer said his leg and back 
have been bothering him since 
the grass-court tournament 
in Halle, Germany, the week 
before Wimbledon. He hadn’t 
previously mentioned any 
injury problems. 

“When you’re hurting, it’s just 
a combination of many things,” 
Federer said. “You just don’t 
feel as comfortable. You can’t 
concentrate on each and every 
point because you do feel the 
pain sometimes. You tend to 
play differently than the way 
you want to play. 

“Under the circumstances, 
I think I played a decent 
match,” he added. “But I’ve 
been feeling bad for the last 
two, three matches now. If 
there’s anything good about 
this, it’s that I’m going to get 
some rest.” 

Federer was playing in his 


25th consecutive Grand Slam 
quarterfinal. He had won 23 
straight, but now has lost 
two in a row. Federer fell to 
Soderling at the French Open 
earlier this month. 

Federer had won 76 of 77 
grass-court matches dating to 
2003 coming into this month, 
but has now lost two of the 
past six, including to Lleyton 
Hewitt in Halle. 

Federer was clearly outplayed 
Wednesday by a man who has 
always possessed enormous 
talent but often failed to live 
up to expectations. 

The 6-foot-5 Berdych was on 
the offensive for most of the 
match, smacking first serves 
consistently in the 130s mph, 
winding up to rip forehand 
winners and not buckling 
under pressure. He hit 51 
winners, compared to 44 for 
Federer. 

“He played well when he 
had to,” Federer said. “It was 
brutal for me. Every time he 
had a chance, he took it. On 
the break points, he played 
great on those. ... When I did 
have chances, I played poorly. 
It was just a frustrating match 
the way it all went.” 

Berdych broke Federer four 
times, with the final break 
coming in the seventh game of 
the fourth set. Berdych served 
12 aces, was broken just once 
and saved seven of eight break 
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points. 

Federer came in with an 8-2 
career record against Berdych, 
having lost the first match at 
the 2004 Athens Olympics and 
the last in Miami this year. 

“I don’t think I played poorly,” 
Federer said. “I think he went 
after it. I know Berdych. I 
think I’ve played him 10 times 
already before. That’s the way 
he plays. “I think he’s been 
able to play more consistent 
last year or so, and I was just 
not able to defend well enough 
and I didn’t come up with the 
good stuff when I had to. It 
was disappointing.” 

Lu stunned three-time finalist 
Andy Roddick in the fourth 
round, but couldn’t replicate 
that performance against 
Djokovic, the 2008 Australian 
Open champion. 

Djokovic lost just 12 points in 
13 service games. He won 26 
of his first 28 service points, 
including 15 in a row. The 
Serb had 29 winners and 17 
unforced errors, and converted 
five of 15 break points. 
“Nothing is easy these days, 
especially at this stage of 
the tournament,” Djokovic 
said. “But the way I played, 
I deserved to win. I was 
hitting all the shots and I 
was really playing very solid 
from all parts of the court. 
I’m very, very happy with the 
performance today.’Q

When is a drug too risky to stay on the marketP

The arthritis pill Vioxx was 
withdrawn but menopause 
hormones were not, even 
though both were tied to 
heart risks. A multiple 
sclerosis medicine was 
pulled and later allowed 
back on. 

So, when is a drug too risky 
to stay on the market? 

Drug safety questions arose 
again this week, as calls 
mount for the diabetes pill 
Avandia to be withdrawn. 
Surprisingly, the Food and 
Drug Administration has 
no firm rules for deciding 
such cases — just a murky 
guideline of “when the risks 
exceed the benefits.” 

“Each drug has its own 
complex story,” so 
comparisons to previous 
decisions can’t be made, 
said Dr. Joshua Sharfstein, 
the FDA’s principal deputy 
commissioner. 

The agency does need better 
criteria for weighing drug 
safety, he said. It has asked 
a group of outside scientists, 
the Institute of Medicine, 
to give advice. A report is 
expected before the July 
13-14 hearing on Avandia, 
a controversial pill whose 
maker, GlaxoSmithKline 
PLC, insists is safe. 

The FDA can order a 
drug off the market, but 
that can be challenged in 
court. Usually, a company 
voluntarily withdraws the 
medicine at the FDA’s 
request. 

Many things influence 
whether such a request is 
made, said Dr. Brian Strom, 
a drug safety expert at the 
University of Pennsylvania. 
He is a longtime FDA 
drug safety adviser who 


has consulted for Takeda 
Pharmaceuticals, which 
makes Actos, an Avandia 
rival. 

Some factors to consider: 

• How serious is the illness 
being treated? Severe side 
effects are accepted for 
cancer drugs, for example, 
but not for an allergy drug 
such as Seldane, which 
on rare occasions caused 
sudden death and was 
withdrawn a decade ago, 
Strom said. 

• How big is the harm? 
“Causing a little nausea 
isn’t so bad. Killing people 
is,” Strom said. 

• How frequent are the risks 
versus the benefits? 

A large federal study was 
stopped in 2002 after 
researchers saw more 
breast cancers and heart 
problems among women 
taking estrogen-progestin 
pills. Yet the absolute risk 
of suffering one of these 
problems was relatively 
small, and hormones remain 
the most effective treatment 
for menopause symptoms. 
The multiple sclerosis drug 
Tysabri was withdrawn in 
2005 because of a rare but 
serious side effect, then 
returned to the market a 
year later under a restricted 
distribution system. There 
are few drugs available 
to help people with that 
disease. 

•Are there safer alternatives? 
This may prove to be the 
strongest argument for 
those wanting Avandia 
withdrawn. Anew study this 
week found Actos — the 
only other drug that works 
the way Avandia does — to 
be safer. 

The popular arthritis pill 
Vioxx originally won 
approval because it was a 


more powerful and safer 
alternative to painkillers 
that cause stomach 
troubles. That advantage 
disappeared when Vioxx’s 
heart risks emerged, and a 
drug without that problem, 
Pfizer Inc.’s Celebrex, was 
available. Merck & Co. 
withdrew Vioxx in 2004. 
Many see a similar situation 
with Avandia and Actos. 
However, Sharfstein said 
one of the issues the Institute 
of Medicine had been asked 
to advise the FDA on is 
how to weigh comparison 
studies, especially if they 
are not gold-standard trials 
where similar groups of 
people are given one or the 
other pill and followed over 
time to see how each group 
fares. 

“Avandia won’t be decided 
in reference to Vioxx,” 
Sharfstein said. “It will 
stand on its own.” 

The internal staff analyses 
of risks have not been 
released yet, and will shed 
more light on the situation, 
he added. 

In Avandia’s case, some but 
not all studies have tied it 
to heart risks and deaths, 
and the bottom line may 
be different for various age 
groups. A new study this 
week found risks among 
elderly Medicare patients 
not seen in younger ones. 


Also, the drug initially won 
approval in 1999 because 
it lowered blood sugar. 
That’s a less clear benefit 
than reducing kidney 
problems or other diabetes 
complications. 

Questionable approval 
criteria now are coming 
back to haunt the FDA as 
harmful effects emerge for 
drugs already in wide use, 
said Dr. Alastair Wood. He 
is a longtime Vanderbilt 
University professor now 
at a private equity firm who 
has led many FDA drug 
safety panels. 

“Ten years since the drug 
was approved and we still 
don’t know if it produces the 
benefits that patients really 
want. That’s unacceptable,” 
he lamented. 

Dr. Robert Califf, a heart 
research leader at Duke 
University, agreed. 

“We’ve got these legacy 
drugs that are out there 
without clear evidence one 
way or another,” because 
they were approved on 
“soft” criteria, he said. 
Given that, it’s hard to see 
how the FDA can push 


Glaxo to withdraw Avandia 
now, he said. The studies 
on risk “are all over the 
place,” said Califf, who has 
consulted for the company. 
The FDA has called the 
special meeting in July to 
hear from experts on its 
endocrinology and drug 
safety panels, which include 
physicians from leading 
hospitals and research 
universities. 

Ultimately, though, the 
decision whether to 
withdraw the drug rests with 
federal scientists. In 2007, 
the agency’s internal panel 
of drug safety specialists 
voted 8-7 to keep Avandia 
on the market. 

The agency’s drug safety 
panel, which consists of 
high-ranking officials from 
the FDA and other agencies, 
was set up in 2005 to resolve 
safety disputes, after the 
agency was criticized for 
its handling of the Vioxx 
situation. 

It will likely include FDA 
drug center leadership who 
oversaw the initial approval 
and subsequent labeling of 
Avandia. □

Unusual 17th-century Dutch 
horse burial site found

AMSTERDAM 
Archeologists have uncovered 
a mass grave with the complete 
skeletons of 51 horses buried 
side-by-side, probably the 
long-forgotten equine victims 
of a 17th century battle over a 
strategic Dutch river. 

It was the largest known 
equine burial ground in 
Europe, although chief 
archaeologist Angela Simons 
said Wednesday that many 
such sites have probably 
existed and have been plowed 
up over the centuries by 
unwitting farmers. 

The archaeological team had 
been looking for evidence of 
prehistoric human settlements 
in the area when they came 
across the unexpected find. 
“From the first shovel, it 
was horses, horses and more 
horses,” said Angela Simons, 
of the Hazenberg company, 
which was employed by 
the Dutch government to 
survey the ground ahead of a 
construction project. 

The horses showed signs of 
being buried quickly: their 
bodies were not carefully 
arranged, and the skeletons 
occasionally overlap. 

“It’s easy to imagine this 
is how cavalry men might 
dispose of dead mounts in war 
time,” Simons said. Disease 
or a plague could not be ruled 


out. 

It also was unclear whether 
the horses were buried out 
of respect, or because of the 
fear of contamination from so 
many decomposing corpses. 
The skeletons were in a ditch in 
a field near the Maas River in 
Borgharen, around 2 miles (3 
kilometers) north of the Dutch 
border city of Maastricht. 
Initial carbon testing dated 
the bones to the 17th century, 
when the Netherlands was 
still struggling to emerge as a 
nation. 

If the horses were killed in 
a battle, likely candidates 
include a fight in 1632 during 
the Eighty Years’ War, when

cavalry. 

Another possibility is the 
1673 siege of Maastricht 
by soldiers of French “Sun 
King” Louis XIV. That battle 
is considered a milestone in 
siege warfare, because of how 
the attacking French used 
zigzagging ditches to give 
their soldiers cover from the 
city’s battlements. 

Both engagements were 
fought during the summer. 

No traces of bridles or saddles 
were found in the shallow 
13 0-foot (40-meter) -long 
grave, suggesting they were 
removed. The researchers 
discovered just one stirrup 
and several horseshoes. 

One horse had a bullet in its 
skull just behind the eye- 
socket, probably an injured 
horse shot to prevent further 
suffering, Simons said. 
Evidence suggests they were 
cavalry horses. Most appeared 
to be around 4 years old, and 
their size and bone structure 
suggests they were for riding, 
not draft horses. 

Simons, who is German, said 
it was possible the animals 
had some connection with 
several French soldiers whose 
skeletons were uncovered on 
a riverbank in Borgharen in 
2004. The human skeletons 
were identified as French 
from their coat buttons. □

It’s not cute when reporters 
play dumb. Last year, when 
Barack Obama nominated 
Sonia Sotomayor for the 
Supreme Court, CBS anchor 
Katie Couric said labeling 
her “won’t be easy.” CBS 
reporter Wyatt Andrews found 
“no clear ideology” in her 
public record. This week, the 
Washington Post embarrassed 
themselves with a front-page 
story claiming, “Obama has 
not chosen outspoken liberals 
in either of his first two 
opportunities to influence the 
makeup of the court.” 


Obama’s Caffee House Loophole

President Obama is finally uniting the left and the 
right — in joint opposition to his administration’s 
chronic sabotage of transparency and public 
disclosure rules. It won’t be long before liberals 
disillusioned by Dear Leader’s reveal-as-we-say- 
not-as-we-conceal policies link arms with me 
and join in on my 2-year-old chant: Obama lied, 
transparency died. 

Watchdog groups and Republicans on Capitol 
Hill want an investigation into hundreds of White 
House meetings with corporate lobbyists at D.C. 
coffee houses. K Street influence peddlers told 
The New York Times last week that they’ve met 
routinely with Team Obama officials over the 
past 18 months to discuss policy matters — at 
Starbucks, Caribou Coffee, even on a side lawn 
— with the express purpose of circumventing the 
public’s right to know. 

The Coffee House Ruse comes on top of the latest 
confession of White House non-disclosure from 
ex-Big Labor heavy Patrick Gaspard, Obama’s 
chief domestic policy adviser, who failed to 
report a $40,000 pension payment from his old 
employer, the Service Employees International 
Union in New York. If they keep this up, sunlight¬ 
avoiding Obama officials will soon be cast as the 
next “Twilight” vampires. 

“Lobbyists say some White House officials will 
agree to an initial meeting with a lobbyist and 
his client at the White House,” the Times’ once- 
zealous champions of Obama reported, “but then 
plan follow-up sessions at a site not subject to the 
visitors’ log.” Said one financial lobbyist who 
has met more than a half-dozen times off-campus 
with White House officials: “I’ll call and say, 
T want to talk to you about X,’ and they’ll say, 
‘Sure, let’s talk at Starbucks.’” 

You see: When Obama promised to “change the 
way Washington works,” what he really meant 
was changing where the usual Beltway backroom 
wheelers and dealers do their business. And when 
he talked about changing the “culture” in the 
nation’s capitol, what he really meant was just 
changing titles. 

In addition to carving out the Coffee House 
loophole and using personal e-mail accounts to 
communicate with the influence industry, White 
House officials have been advising lobbyists 
looking for administration jobs to de-register 


— shedding their K Street status — to get 
around Obama’s vaunted lobbyist hiring ban. 
With more than 40 ex-lobbyists working in the 
administration, Obama’s no-lobbyists executive 
order already has more holes in it than a moth- 
eaten crocheted sweater. 

The self-puffery of the double-talker-in-chief on 
disclosure ethics is inversely proportional to the 
amount of real transparency he has delivered. 
In January, irked by criticism of private health 
care meetings with Big Labor cronies at the 
Oval Office, Obama lectured Americans that 
“it is important to know that the promises we 
made about increased transparency we’ve 
executed here in 1600 Pennsylvania Avenue.” 
His legal counsel trumpeted the release of more 
than 25,000 White House visitor logs (many 
incomplete, vague and useless) as “a milestone 
in the president’s commitment to change 
Washington. The president believes that this and 
our many other transparency initiatives promote 
accountability and keep American democracy 
vital.” While Obama’s cabinet engaged in the 
same old precedented meetings with lobbyists, 
his propagandists patted themselves on the back 
for providing unprecedented access: 

“We are excited about the visitor records policy 
not only because we are breaking new ground 
for this administration but also because we 
are establishing a new standard for all future 
administrations. We know of no comparable 
initiative in the history of the White House.” 
Puff, puff, puff. 

The Obama administration’s incomparable hype 
and hypocrisy have at last proved too much 
for good-government liberals. Washington- 
based Citizens for Responsibility and Ethics 
in Washington (CREW) has asked the House 
Committee on Oversight and Government Reform 
to investigate and hold hearings on the Coffee 
House loophole. CREW head Melanie Sloan 
lambasted the Democratic White House: “This is 
what all the administration’s anti-lobbyist rhetoric 
gets you — less transparency. Rather than being 
open and clear about who is influencing White 
House policy, the White House is trying to hide 
who it’s really talking to. Even worse, the public 
is being suckered with lofty rhetoric about the 
evils of the same lobbyists White House officials 
are meeting with.’Q 


That ridiculous sentence 
collides with a June 8 report 
by liberal Los Angeles Times 
legal reporter David Savage. 
“The early returns are in, and 
Justice Sonia Sotomayor is 
proving herself to be a reliable 
liberal vote on the Supreme 
Court. Cases this year on 
campaign speech, religion, 
juvenile crime, federal power 
and Miranda warnings resulted 
in an ideological split among 
the justices, and on every 
occasion, Sotomayor joined 
the liberal bloc.” 

That verdict came before 
Sotomayor voted with 
the gun-controllers in the 
Chicago gun-rights case, 
before Sotomayor voted for 
allowing public universities to 
deny recognition to Christian 
student groups who dare to 
oppose homosexuality and 
before Sotomayor voted as 
part of a 6-3 minority that it 
shouldn’t be illegal to provide 
material support to groups 
defined by our government as 
foreign terrorists. 

Now match that record with 
what the liberal media claimed 
about Sotomayor. “You know, 
for a Democrat, she has a 
pretty conservative record,” 
NPR reporter Nina Totenberg 
announced on PBS’s “Charlie 
Rose” show last year. “In fact, 
on a lot of criminal law issues, 
you could say that she’s 
more conservative than some 
members of the Supreme 
Court, including Justice 
Scalia.” 

If Totenberg sold shoddy diet 
pills that fraudulently, she’d be 
a red-hot case for the Federal 
Trade Commission. 

So why should anyone believe 
the media are telling the 
truth now when they suggest 
Elena Kagan cannot be called 
liberal? Kagan’s views are 
“elusive,” the media chant 
in unison. They all tried to 
evade Kagan’s vivid writing 
as a college student in the 
Daily Princetonian in 1980, 
about how she cried and got 
drunk when Ronald Reagan 
won and “ultraconservative” 
A1 D’Amato defeated her 
candidate, ultraliberal 

Democrat Liz Holtzman. 

She wished that “our emotion- 
packed conclusion that the 
world had gone mad, that 
liberalism was dead and that 


there was no longer any place 
for the ideals we held or the 
beliefs we espoused” would be 
replaced by the hope that the 
Reagan era would be “marked 
by American disillusionment 
with conservative programs 
and solutions, and that a new, 
revitalized, perhaps more 
leftist left will once again 
come to the fore.” 
Unbelievably, our journalistic 
geniuses can read that and say 
Kagan’s political views are 
“elusive.” 

In their deference to Obama, 
the networks barely mentioned 
Kagan for the six weeks 
between her nomination and 
her confirmation hearings. 
Conservative interest groups 
putting out complaints that 
she’d be a radical justice on 
abortion and gay marriage 
are not newsworthy, even 
though liberal interest groups 
ranting about “far right” 
Bush nominees were tenderly 
solicited by the same networks. 
One TV reporter filed one 
story that broke the mold. On 
June 3, CBS legal reporter Jan 
Crawford said documents in 
Thurgood Marshall’s papers 
in the Library of Congress 
showed that “Kagan stood 
shoulder to shoulder with 
the liberal left, including on 
the most controversial issue 
Supreme Court nominees ever 
confront: abortion.” 

The White House was furious 
that Crawford would dare tell 
the truth about such a thing. 
“Their reaction has been to 
push back so strongly on 
allegations, as they would 
put it, that she’s a liberal,” 
she revealed. “Like there’s 
something wrong with that, 
like it’s a smear to say their 
nominee is a liberal.” 

When the hearings began, 
ranking Republican Sen. 
Jeff Sessions offered a 
devastating opening statement 
documenting Kagan ’ s 

extreme liberalism. He ran 
through her college thesis 
that worried about socialism’s 
demise, and her master’s 
thesis praising the activism 
of the Earl Warren court. He 
noted how she worked for the 
Michael Dukakis for President 
campaign, and took a leave as 
a law school professor to help 
Joe Biden get liberal Justice 
Ruth Ginsburg confirmed. □

Embaiador preocupado por 
oposicidn de Venezuela a EEllll 


CARACAS (AP) - El embajador saliente 
de Estados Unidos, Patrick Duddy, expreso 
el miercoles preocupacion por la oposicion 
que mantiene el gobiemo venezolano hacia 
Washington, y un eventual debilitamiento de 
los intensos lazos comerciales entre ambos 
paises. 

“Me preocupa que el gobiemo de Venezuela 
haya decidido definir su agenda economica, 
politica y social en terminos de una oposicion a 
los Estados Unidos, en vez de buscar una senda 
positiva de cooperacion”, dijo Duddy en un 
discurso, expresando inquietud por el estado 
de las relaciones entre ambos paises. 

Resalto que pese a las divergencias, Estados 
Unidos continua siendo “el principal socio 
comercial” de Venezuela, y las companias 
estadounidenses “han mantenido su 
compromiso” con el pais y su poblacion. 
“Estos si son tiempos dificiles para la relacion 


bilateral. Me preocupa que nuestros lazos 
comerciales de largos anos se debiliten”, afirmo 
Duddy durante un acto en la sede diplomatica. 
La Casa Blanca anuncio a inicios de semana 
la postulacion del diplomatico Larry Palmer 
como nuevo embajador para Venezuela. 

Duddy, quien retorno a Caracas a mediados 
del ano pasado luego de ser expulsado en 
septiembre del 2008, dijo que respeta el deseo 
del gobierno venezolano de diversificar sus 
mercados petroleros, pero sostuvo que “es 
dificil entender como el pueblo de Venezuela 
y los de la region van a beneficiarse de una 
politica que, de manera explicita, quiera limitar 
las relaciones de largos anos con Estados 
Unidos”. 

Venezuela exporta al mercado estadounidense 
cerca de un millon de barriles diarios de petroleo,
